They Hold a Meeting in New 


York and Listen to Rabid 


Words. 


The New Congress. • 


Next Monday the Fiftieth Congress 


will convene, and, as this is the last meet- 
ing of the legislative branch of the gov- 
ernment before a new president is elect- 
ed, its doings will possess more than or- 
dinary interest to the public. The issues 
of the next campaign will be formulated 
rather by the doings of Congress than by 
the party platforms, and the action of 
the party representatives in the House 
and Senate will form the record upon 
•which the two great political organiza- 
tions will go into the canvass. The Sen- 
ate having a. small Kepublioan majority, 
and the House being controlled by a nar- 
row Democratic majority, there is not 
much hope that they will agree upon any 
legislation, of a party nature, but the at- 
titude of the Democrats and Republicans 
will be closely watched by the people, 
whose votes in November will indicate 
the degree ot' confidence they repose in 
one or the other. 


The Republicans, it may bo safely as- 


sumed, will be faithful to the.r party tra- 
ditions, and though they are not in a po- 
tation to effect any legislation, having a 
Democratic majority in the House to op- 
pose them and a Democratic president to 
veto whatever measures they might suc- 
ceed in putting through, still, they will 
be able not only to defeat any vicious 
legislation which the Democrats may 
favor, but will also bo able to establish a 
record that ni;iy toivp much to do with 
the outcome of the great struggle of 
next year. There in one subject which 
should engage the most careful and 
painstaking attention of the Republican 
senatois and representative?. The stir- 
pins in the treasury has assumed such 
proportions as to aliirm the conservative 
business men of the country, and the 
Democrats seem to be utterly at t,ea as 
to what means shall be employed to dis- 
tribute it among the people, to whom it 
belongs, or even stop the accumulation. 
They have the power to do something in 
the way of remedial legislation, but I hi y 
do not appear to have the practical HI'IIKI 
to apply it.

BOOTEES FOR BABY. 


How to Crorlu-t Those Useful Articles for 


tlie Llttlu ooi-K. 


Among 
Uic 
most 
attractive 
.and 


least costly kinds of croohot work may 
be reckoned tlie little bootees for the 
baby. 
Besides, they are such bandy 


pick-up work and MI <j!iirkly finished 
that baby should ahvays liavu a good 
supply. A very prettj boot is u 'oeheted 
ol white and eoluivil .Saxoiiy (one skein 
of white and one of any preferred tint 
is quite enough for two pairs). 


Make of the white yarn a loose chain 


of twenty-two stitches, 
and crochet 


back in small crochet, taking the back 
thread ot the loop and omitting two 
stitches, so that the chain will not be 
too tight. Continue to work buck and 
forth, taking up every stitch, until five 
ridges shall be formed, then extend the 
sixth ridge by a chain of fire stitches, 
and work back and forth again until 
four more ridges shall be made. Leave 
off the added five stitches and make live 
ridges to correspond willi Ihcisu at the 
beginning. 
The port that is longer 


than the rest foi ins the foundation for 
the top of Uiu fool. 


Crochet or sew the back of the leg 


together, and, beginning at the head 
with the color, 'crochet round and round 
the foot, putting the hook through both 
loopj of the stitch. 
In the liist round 


there is no widening; in thi> second 
round at the middle stitch of top of foot 
and fourth stitch on each side of mid- \ 
die, which continue for ten 
Urftes; 


then narrow, crocheting two stitches 
together at back of heel and (^ tha 
places of widening in toe, until fiva 
rounds shall be made. Fold together 
and bind off on the wrong side. Cro- 
chet a simple edge of color around the 
top, and make cord and tassels to tie 
the bootee at the ankle. 
This is a 


small-sized sock, but is so simple that 
no difficulty will be found in enlarging 
it 


• Another pretty boot is as follows; 
Make a chain of 13 stitches tuiin, miss 
1, work 12 small crochet, taking back 
part of stitch, 1 chain. 
This one chain 


19 repeated al the end of every row. 
Second row, work plain .small crochet, 
and repeat for 28 rows; twenty-uintli 
row, work down the 12 stitches, make 
7 chain, turn, miss 1 and work back; 
thirty-first row, work down 18, make 4 
chain, turn, work back 21 stitches; 
thirty-third row, work down 21 stitches, 
make 3 chain, turn and work back 23 
stitches; 
thirty-fifth 
row, 
work 
23 


atitches, turn and work back; thirty- 
seventh row, work doun 21 stitches, 
leaving 2 stitches, turn and work back. 
In making the fortieth row tho wrong 
side will be toward tlie hand; now join 
the sidiH.

instep and leg in Mnall crochet, taking 
up 6 stituhea dt>\\n this fir»t notch of 
the instep and 2 across the end, 3 down 
the second notch and act'os-, the end, 2 
down the third notch anil 3 across the 
toe, and down tlie other side of tho in- 
step in the same way. Around the 
back of the leg there must be 2 stitches 
between each 
rib—01 in all; sec- 


ond row, plain; third row, work 10; 
then increase by taking up a horizontal 
stitch on tho back of the work 6 plain 
small crochet, increase RS before, work 
8 plain again and repeat until you will 
have widened 5 times, tlie third one to 
be in the center of toe, rest of row plaiu 
small crochet; ninth row, work 11, then 
2 together, 2 plain, repeating twice, 
tho second narrowing to be in center 
of toe; work plain until within 3 of 
center of heel, then narrow, 2 plain, 
narrow, rest plain; tenth row, crochet 
10, then narrow as in the ninth row; 
eleventh vow, croc-hot 9 and then nar- 
row, work round until within 3 or 4 
stitches of middle, of toe, turn the sock 
on wrong side and join the edges, tak- 
iog up 3 stitches at toe and also at heel, 
and work them as one. 


For the top of leg join the white and 


work 7 groups of treble crochet, 4 tre- 
bles in each group; second row, make 
another gi oup of 4 treble^ in the center 
of first row; third row, join in the color 
and make * -1 trebles in the center of 
first group; fasten with small crochet 
to the loop between first and second 
groups in the, second row; 3 chain, fas- 
ten to the loop between the two groups 
in the first row; 3 chain, fasten to the 
top of sock; 3 chain, fasten to same 
loop in first row; 3 chain, fasten to the 
snme loop in second row * and repeat 
from star to star until done. This 
makes a very elaborate-looking finish. 
If intended .is gifts the. color at the top 
might be of silk, as might also the foot 
part, beginning where the color U 
joined to the white.

Tiling in Dry Seasons. 


It is held by the farmers of Macxin 
ounty that tiled land produces tho big- 
•est crops, particularly in fresh ground, 
'his question has been discussed in the 
Jloomington Pantograph. That paper 
efers to a pubi9hed article written by 


f. T. F. Hunt, of the Illinois TJniver- 


ity at Champaign, showing that tiling 
va,« always a benefit to land, without re- 
ard to dry seasons or to wet seasons. 
Vlany persons have attributed the ex- 
rorne drouth of the past season to oxces- 
ivo drainage. 
But that this is an erro- 


,oous idea is easily proved by looking to 
de states ol Kansas and Missouri, where 
iling is comparatively unknown, yet 
tiese states have suffered from the drouth 
ven more than Illinois. It is also true 
e proved by our corn crop report pub- 
shed recently, where most all of our cor- 
espondents reported that tiled land pro- 
uced better crops and withstood the 
.outh better than untiled. The Farm- 
)•«' lievieii; Chicago, with characteristic 
nterpriso, has gathered the opinion of 
armers throughout the west as to "How 
ho drained land stood the drouth in 
omparison with the non-drained laud?" 
?he answers have been almost invariably 
hat the drained land produces the best 
rops. and the soil near the surface is 
noister than that not drained, So far 
he testimony is almost unanimous that 
'borough tiling conserves moisture in the 
ioil, and enables the crop to withstand 
,ha drouth. Its value in a wet season or 
on wet lands no one questions. Its ben- 
eficial effects in time of drouth, which 


m to be well established, add greatly 


to its value to the farmer.
